(1) Subject received a letter (which he displayed to the undersigned) 
from the l£L Chapter In Detroit in which all the Chapter LKL 
officers agreed with Subject's position on HSIHE in refusing 

to support him or to maintain contact with him, 

(2) Subject reported that 

tteeml HE LG I, 

a member of the ENC at the present time, a former school teacher 
by occupation, has actively begun spreading various rumours to 
the effect that Subject and others will be taken to court for 
having denounced HEINE* MELOI, formerly a resident of Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, is now a violin maker who ccnmands a high salary for : 
hi a unusual abilities in this conjunction. Subject admitted 
that he had mailed to MKLOI one of his form — ' ‘ \lch he 
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warned all to beware of HEINE. Subject characterised MSLQ1 
as an Individual who Is usually pretty stable. Severer, 
apparently because Subject had generally Ignored KKLOI and hod 
not eonaulted him when he was on the LBL Council, KSLQI sought 
out TIIYKL and reported that "HAU 8 and other will be arrested 
for denouncing HEINE." MSLQ1 has likewise denounced Subject 
to the Cleveland Rifle Association where MSLOI Is still active 
in some capacity.

HEINE allegedly 
indicated that he was at a loss as to what he should do and then 
proceeded to aak BDMNAPA for his advice as to what he (HEINE ) 
should do under the circumstances. XUNHAPA then indicated to 
PAABO that "the American who began this rumour about HKTif g is in 
jail or will soon be arrested" . Subject does not known whether 
the foregoing is original with KU 8 KAPA or with HSXHK. According 
to Subject, KDHSAPA is a former schoolmate of HEINE. A former 
member of the Estonian police during the Soviet occupation, 

KUNHAPA allegedly helped HEINE escape from "Soviet prisons on 
several occasions" .
